The Triennial Refort on Vaccination in Beagal for the years 1908-09 to 1910-11. _ 


Lieutenant-Colonel F. C, Clarkson, 1.M.8.,, was in charge of the Depart- 
ment till the 28th February 1910, when he was succeeded by Major W. W. 
Clemesha, who remained in charge for the remainder of the year, ‘ 

2, Climatic conditions.—During the pre-monsoon period, while rain was 
fairly general, the showers were light, and the early monsoon gurrent was 
also weak. ‘lhe monsoon rains continued, however, well into September and 
October, while in November there was rain throughvut Bihar and in parts of 
Chota Nagpur. On the whole, the climatic conditions of thé year were 
favourable, and the outturn of the different harvests was satisfactory. 

4, Births and decths.—in the absence of the detail.d figures of the 
census of 1911, the various ratios referred to below have been calculgted on 
the basis of the census of 1901. The year 1909 had shown an inerease of 
births, concurrently with a decrease of deaths, in comparison with the two 
preceding years, but during 1910, while the number of births yagain rose, 
the mortality was higher than in 1909, ‘The number of births registered 
(exclusive of Angul) was 2,007,222 or 39°72 per mille of population, as 
compared with 1,909,547 ox 87:79 per mille during the »previous year. The 
result may be attributed to the calthiness of the preceding year and to the 
cheaper prices of food grains which then prevailed. The most, marked 
improvement, was shown in Orissa, which stood second in comparison with 
other Divisions, with a birth rate of 4399 per mille, as against 33°87 in 1409, 
the worst result recorded during that year. The number of deaths reported 
aggregated 1,672,640 or 38:10 per mille of population, as against 1,543,971) 
or 30°65. per mille during 1909. This deterioration in the general health 
*was almost solely due to the prevalence of cholera and plague, which was 
especially marked in the Patna and Tirhut Diyisions. Comparing the 
mortality in, urban and rural areas, it is in respect of “fever only that the 
former show to marked advantage, as other diseases, on they basis of the 
figures for the last five years, are less prevalent in the country ,than in towns, 


As regards deaths irom fever, Calcutta returns far better results than other ~ 


towns. In comparison with other Provinces, Bengal stood fourth in the order 
of birth-rate, as against third in the preceding year, and fifth as regards 
death-rate, the same position which it occupied in 1909. 

4. The verification of the registration of vital statistics by tHe vaccina- 
tion staff was conducted on a larger scale than in the previous year, and the 
worst. results were reported from Khulna, Shahabad, and the Ngithal Parga- 
nas. . The results in the first named district were extraordinarily bad, and the 
Commissioner of the Presidency Division will be requested to furnish ap ex- 
planation. It is difficult to explain the fluctuations in the figures in certain 
‘areas unless on the assumption of a varying degree of aecuracy in the returns. 
Thus, there is no very obvious reason Pa be the birth-rate in the district of

6, Small-poa.—'Vhe year wos: marked by a large and satisfactory decrease 
in mortality from this cause, the total number of deaths being 7,440 guly, as 
compared with 38,609 in the preceding year,-and 26,612,¢he average of the 
five years 1905-09, . in fact, the mortality was the lowest recorded since 1888- 
89. Only one town, Bankura, suffered severely, and the matter of vaccination 
in this area should reeeive special attention. 

%.  Vacctnation.—The report on vaccination is for the triennial period 
1908-09 to 1910-1:, during which the total number of operations performed 
averaged 2,036,145 per annum, of which 166,805 were revaccinations,*in 
compurizon with an annual average of 1,807,867 (121,865 revaccinations) 
during the pregadiny triennium. It is calculated that 600°5 infants per 1,000 
were successfully vaccinated in 1910-11, as compared with 534°54 per 1,000 
in 1907-08, the last year of the previous triennial period. The average 
annual cost of the operations was Rs, 2,03,526, as compared with Rs. 1,70,555 
during the years 1905-06 to 1907-08. ‘These results are so far satisfactory, 
and the progress made in Orissa, noticeably in Balasore, shows what can be 
done if fay ' attention is given to the subject, During the triennum the 


system of vaccination from lymph was introduced in Chota Nagpur, in placeof ” 


the arm to arm method, and the Darjeeling Animal Vaccination Depot was 
abolished, It had been maintained as a reserve to the Valcutta Depot, but 
now that the latter can keep an ample stock of lymph in cold storage, the 
“expense of a#econd depot can be avoided. 

8. Plagte.—The gradual decline in the mortality from plague. since 1905 
unfostunately received a sudden check, and 46,584. deaths were registered 
from this cause, as compared with 11,779 in 1909. No reason can be assigned 
for this increase, but it synchronises with similar results throughout , India. 
The disease, as usual, was most severe in Saran (in which district nearly half 
the total number of deaths occurred), followed by Patna, Shanabad und 


Mongh¥r. Among towns, the four worst affected were Monghyr, Siwan, ° 


Jamalpur and Isuxar. In Calcutta there was a considerable decrease in the 
mortality from this disease. It is Moticeable that Major Gwyrther, Lats., 


_ Civil Surgeon* of. Saran, reports that the foci of the epidemic in that district 


during 1910, were much more scattered ihun during the preceding year. 
Places far distant from one another were attacked, while the intervening 
country was free, an] the spread of the disease was not from village to villuge. 
The number of plague inoculations performed was only 549, as against 704 
in the preepding year. These were confined to the districts of Saran, Patna 
and Monghyr, and the figures for the last five years show a steady decline. 
The evacuation of houses continued to be the only preventive measure regularly 
resorted to, and in all the circumstances this is the most €flicacious «and 


. practicable course, but disinfection and the use of kérosine oil emulsioi were 


also thied in some districts, Upwards cf 3,70,000 rats are reported to have 
been destroyed, but the numbers are léss than in the previous year.

» +30. A Provincial Malaria Committee ‘was appointed during the year with 
ya view to supervising the continuous investigation of the question of the 
revalence of malaria, and an executive staff consisting of a Special Deputy 
Ranitary Cnmmissioner and an Assistant Surgeon was placed at its disposal. 
It is hoped that more systematic meth ds of work will eventually result in the 
discovery of some meuns of dealing with this scourge, although the financial 
difficulty of executing works of drainage, etc., on an extensive scale has not yet 
been solved. ae de 
< * ‘The successful experiment of appointing itinerant Sub- Assistant Surgeons 
to specially malarious districts was continued and extended,,23 Sub-Assistant 
Surgeons being deputed, as against 19 in 1909, to work in se¥en districts as 
conipared with six in 1909. In Purnea the experiment was tried, with some 
success, of a regular free issue of quinine to Government servants in receipt 
of pay of Ks 10 per mensem and less, bat it is significant that the districts of 
Bhahabad, Darjeeling and Purnea, in which the highest morfality from 
malaria was recorded, show a comparatively small consumption pf this drug. 

e 11. Dysentery and diarrhea,—Following the inereased prevalence of 
cholera, there was a corresponding rise in.mortality from this cause, the number 
of deaths being 45,902, or ‘90 per mille, as compared with 35,981 or ‘71 per 
mille in 1909. The Orissa Division, as usual, suffered most, and the Bhagalpur 
Division least, 

12, Respiratory diseases.—-The number of deaths reported*from this cause 
was 15,447, as compared with 15,071 in 1909. As noticed in previous reports, 
the figures cnnnot be accepted as reliable. 

13, Injury.—Twenty-five thousand, three hundred and ats cores deaths 
occurred under this head, as compared with 27,280 in the preceding year. It 
is noticeable that the Sanitary Commissioner reports that the districts of 

. Cuttack, Jevsore, the 2'-Parganas and Nadia always return the largest 
mortality from suicide, while the number of females who took their own lives 
was almost double that of males. Ninety cases of snuke-bite were treated with 
permanganate of potash, as compared with 59 during 1909, of which nearl 
82 per cent. are claimed to have recovered. Nine cases, out of 11, treated wih 
antivenene in Saran proved successful. : 

14, Sanit iry improvements. —The total expenditure by municipalities on 
conservancy, drainage and water-supply during the year'l909-10 continued to 
increuse, and amoulited to Rs 24,88,154, which is Rs. 2,90,774 in excess of the 
figure of 1908-9. It is satisfactory to note that there was a marked improve- 
ment in the working of the septic tank installations oh thé banks of the 
Hooghly, and it is reported that analysis shows the effluent to be virtually: 
stérile as it passes into the river. The Sanitary Commissioner’s laboratory was 
enlurged during tue yéar, and all water analyses (both chemical and bacterio- 
loyical) are now undertaken at it. ;

drainage projects at Howrah, Puri Arrah, Daltonganj, Bhatpara, Baranagore, 
Budge-Budge, Basirhat, Baraset and Baruipur were under construction. In 
four cases (Hazaribagh, Berhampore, Burdwan and Monghyr) tenders have 
been called for. From the figures furnished it appears that (outside Calcutta) 
20 towns are provided with drainage works of varying degrees of completeness, 
‘upon which @ capital expenditure of about Rs. 164 lakhs has been incurred, 
up. totae 31st December 1910. Many of these are still in progress, but the 
record is by yo means insignificant, and the Lieutenant-Govervor in Council 
notices with pleasure the report of the Sanitary Board that greater progress 
has been achieved, during the year under review, in the preparation of schemes 
of water-supply and drainage (particularly the former) than was ever the case 
before in the annals of the Board, A specially liberal provision has been 
made during thé current year for grants-in-aid to these projects, and it behoves 
local bodies to bestir themselves to establish a claim to assistance, by demons- 
trating that they are willing, on their part, to contribute towards the improve-*

Duatra tha year under review a single consolidating notification 
(No, 931T.—S., dated the 20th September 1910) was issued in supersession * 
of all previous orders (which had been found to be defective) extending the 
Act to all places in the districts of Puri, Balasore and Cuttack, lying within a 
quarter of a mile of the Orissa Trunk Road, as well us to certain specified 
areas in the same three districts.

2, The number of licensed odging-houses fell from 2,657 in 1909-10 
to 2,102, although the number of persons for whom accommodation was 
peeed rose (on paper) from 79,543 to 80,674.

4. The total income of the lodging-house funds during the year 
(excluding the opening balance of Rs. 67,091) was Rs. 81,503, in comparison 
with Rs. 83,965 in 1909-10. The most noticeuble decrease occurred in Puri, 
where the. income fell from Rs. 43,806 to Rs. 30,974, owing to the smaller 
number of licenses issued and to the diminished receipts from the rent of road- 
side lands which are settled yearly by auction. Jajpur, Naihati and Balasore 
also showed a small decline, In Jajpur this was chiefly due to the decrease 
in the number of licensed houses and lodgers; in Balasore to the failure to 
collect the entire rent during the year, and in Naibati to the abnormally 
large collection of fees in 1909-10, owing to a double issee of licences. The 
marked increase (Rs. 7,487) in Gaya was attributable to the provision of 
increased accommodation, while the issue of new licenses under the amended 
‘Act accounts for the increase of income in Nadia and Deoghar; the small 
- jncrease in Cuttack was due to the collection of arrears of rent outstanding at 
the close of the previous year. 

5, The totul expenditure incurred during the year amounted to 
Rs, 49,399 only, against Re. 93,287 in the previous year, ‘The decrease was 
largest in Puri (Rs, 24,196), but it was also noticeable in Gaya (Rs. 15,185), 
Outtack (Rs. 2,718. and Naihati Rs, 1,205’. In Pari, Gaya and Naihati 
expenditure rose abnormally in 1909-10, owing to the contributions made to the 
Municipal schemes of water-supply. {n Cuttack also, a special grant of. 
Rs, 2,501 was made in the previous year to the Jajpur Dispensary, The year 
closed with a total balance of Rs. 99,195 as compared with Re. 67,091 at the 
end of the preceding year. ; : 

6. The year, on the whole, was healthy, although the mortality trom all 
causes rose from 259, in 1909-10, to 322, In Nadia, owing to the large influx 
of pilgrims, cholera broke out in an epidemic form during the Rashjatra festi- 
val, and caused 127 deaths, In Gaya, the number of deaths from c olera was 
78, against 34 in the previous year, while in Puri it was 31 as compared with 
76. ‘There was one death from plague at Deo har, The sanitary arrange- 
ments in force were generally satisfactory, and the most important schemes of 
improvement under discussion were the rojncie of water-supply and drainage 
in Puri. The former is hanging fire in a disappointing manner, partly owin 
to lack of funds, and partly to ‘difficulties in connection with the source 0 
supply. An improvement of the water-supply of Deoghar has been suggested, 
and it is hoped that some practicable proposals will result. Pai

Weather.—Climatic conditions were favourable throughout the year. The 
rainfall on Mungpoo plantation was 120°86 inches distributed over 165 days, the 
heaviest fall being 4°81 inches in one day, On M unsong plantation 9353 
inches of rain fell, the heaviest fall being 4-54 inches on one dup 

Plantations and croy.—On Mungpoo plantation the younger blocks of: 
cinchona have received more intensive cultivation than hitherto in the sha 
of forking in of dry and decayed jungle and to -dressing of the soil with 
wood ashes, cow manure and fresh forest soil and by keeping down the rank 
jungle growth during the hot weather by hand weeding, instead of merely 
sickling asin the past. The resulting improvement in the appearance of the 
younger blocks, especiajly of the hybrid No, 2, on Sittong Division, has been 
well worth the extra trouble. Fuel and timber tree extensions during the year 
covered 303 acres, the species planted comprising such as Terminalia tumentosa,

Grifithi have necessitated a change in 
the method of planting those species. It is hoped that by sowing the reeds in 
nursery beds and subsequently trausplanting und root-pruning them in the 
nurseries plants may be obtained large enough when planted out to withstand 
the depredations of field rodents. e 2,000 cuttings ‘of Ipecacuanha plants 
that were transplanted into nurseries last year have all done well, atid another 
thousand wete propagated during the year. In order to have a precise record 
of the state of the plantation from year to year Mr. Russell, the Manager of 
Muugpoo, was instructed to go over the plantation and to line out in colour on 
copies of the existing 8 inches to the mile map of the plantation the blocks 

under cinchona and the areas planted up anmually with fuel and timber 
trees hitherto. It is intended to map out the future extensions in the same 

way so that the actual condition of the fcr as presented from year to 

year may be seen ata glance. Mr. Russell has done his share of the work 
with tbe same commendable thoroughness that he has shown in the more ordi- 
nary work of the plantation. 

Asthe 4 miles to the inch forest-map of the division in which Mungo 
plantetion is situated is on too small a scale to allow of the different picked 
cinchona being vee ep represented, this map was enlarged photographi- 
cally in the Survey of India Office to the scale of 16 inches to the mile and a 
suflicient number of copies for future use was printed off. On copies of this 
enlarged pase Prey cinchona blocks now in existence on Munsong have been 
lined out and coloured and the dates of planting, the acreage and ies 

ed noted on the maps. In this way a clear record has been established 
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of cinchona, which were pu ? ot 
to 145*5 acres. Of the total, 70 sores were of Cinohons ae ‘tanaon Kashyem

Cinehona Ledgertana; 159,232 hybrid No. 1; 91,630 Oinchona suecirubra and the 
remainder Hybrid No.2, The total number of plants.on Munson plantation 
at the end of the year was 1,324,202, being aa iperease of 60,618 over the — 
number on;31st;March; 1910. Of the total 1,202,707 were Cinchona Ledgeriana , 
25.490. C..succirubra; 93,985 0. officinalis and 2,100 hybrid No. 2. The total 
number of cinchona plants of all sorts on both plantations together on the _ 
81st March 1911 was 2,544,817, showing a decrease of 110,083 since the 
previous year. ‘The unavoidance of this decrease was pointed out in the 
annual report for 1908-09, but the decrease is lessening, the Seine year’s 
decrease being a little more than one-third of the previous year, and a little more 
than one-fifth of the 1908-09 decrease. Nursery columns are omitted as if 
planting has been successfully carried out there should be nostock left in the 
nurseries at the end of the year, while the figures for plants planted out 
represent the numbers in the nurseries in the earlier part of the same 
year, The total amount of dry bark harvested from both plantations was 
00,900Ibs, Of this total Mungpoo plantation supplied 324,233lbs., made u 
of 255,2763 Ibs. Cinchona Ledgeriana, 40,762}lbs. hybrid No. 1, 23,968lbs. C, 
succirubra and 4,2264bs. hybrid No. 2. The remainder, practically entirely 
composed of thinnings of young Cinchona Ledgeriana, was supplied by 
Munsong plantation. The total bark harvest shows « great increase . over 
last year’s amount, the excess amounting to 174,340lbs. ‘The total number 
of plants uprooted was 409,768, which gives an average yield of Ilb. 9-802, 
dry bark per tree, or more than double last year’s average of 113 ounses per 
tree. Munsong plantation under the ca able managemént of Messrs. Parkes 
and Green has ‘eu kept in good cultivation throughout the year, The 
extensions on Kashyem division promise particularly well. The measurement 
of representative trees mentioned in last year’s report is being continued, 
Experiments have been continued during the year in the propagation of 
hybrid No. 2 cuttings, but progress has proved so far to be rather slow. About. 

ty acres of land that is unsuitable for either cinchona or coolie cultivatiort 
has been planted up with walnut. 

3. Factory and outturn,—The total quantity of bark worked up in the 
factory was 911,752lbs, Of this quantity 428,037lbs. were  Cinchona 
Ledgeriana bark from both plantations, 112,567lbs. were Cinchona succirubra 
and hybrid bark from Mungpoo tation; 338,266lbs. were purchased 
Java-grown Cinchona Ledgeriana and 32,882 lbs. were purchased Java-grown 
hybrid bark The total of 911,752%bs. of bark yielded 39,980lbs, of quinine 
sulphate and 150lbs. of residual alkaloid. No | cinchona febrifuge was 
manufactured during the years the stock in hand being sufficient to meet the 
demand. ‘The year’s yield of quinine sulphate exceeds that of last. year by 
16,882fibs. The 540,604Ibs, of plantation bark yielded 17,744lbs," of 
quinine sulphate or 3-28 percent. This shows a slight decline from last 
year’s ntage of 3:67 in plantation bark which is probably due to the 
Wot Fa but unavoidable mixture of immature bark resulting from thé 
“thinning ” operations on Munsong plantation that were rend D y 
by the luxuriant growth of certain eas on that plantation.

4. The Lieutenant-Governor in Council desires” also to take this 
opportuaity to notify, with the previous sanction of the Government of 
Tain, that the present system of recruitment of a portion of the Executive 
branch of the Provincial Qivil Service on the nomination of the Calcutta 
University, as detailed in paragraph 9 of this Government resolution 
No, 5649 A., dated the 26th Decem 1904, will be continued for a further 
period of five years with effect from 1910.

The total number! of horses admitted inte » 
the contagious diseases hospital was 305, including 7 horses which were under 
observation at the close of the preceding year, Of these, 57 were destroyed, 
10 died in hospital and» 230 were discharged jas -free from glanders, ‘and 
6 remained under observation at the close of the year. A sum of Rs, 245-5-4 
was paid as compensation for the destruction of animals under the Glanders 
and Farcy Act in the area under the supervision of Colonel Raymond. There | 
was no friction with the people. The management of outbreaks of all epizootic 
diseases undertaken by Colonel Raymond with the sanction of the Ualeutta 
Corporation has borne excellent results.

ment for administrative approval with the Board’s letter No. 2518B., dated 
the 22nd May 1911. This proposal, however, meets only the immediate 
requirements. particularly those which are likely to arise when the salt

RESOLUTION. 


In a Royal Proclamation dated the 22nd day of March 1911 His Maj 

the King-Emperor declared his Royal intention to hold at Delhi on the twelft 
day of Ree one thousand nine hundred and eleven, an Imperial Durbar 
for the purpose of making known the solemnity of his Coronation. ‘Phe 
Governor-General in Council is now pleased to issue the following orders for 
local celebrations of this unique, most solemn and auspicious event throughout 
the rest of His Majesty’s Indian Dominions, except the cities of Bombay and 
Calcutta, on the abovementioned date, In accordance with the dictates of 
fitness and the wishes of the Governments of Bombay and Bengal, the gelebra- 
tions at Bombay and Caleutta will be timed to coincide with the presence in 
those cities of Their Majesties. 

2, he Governor-General in Council directs that Thursday, the 7th 
December 1911, the da*e appointed for the State Entry of Their Majesties into 
Delhi, and ‘Tuesday, the 12th December 1911, the date appointed for the 
Imperial Durbar, shall be notified as public holidays throughout India under the 
Negotiable Instruments Act. In view of the fact that the Christmas. holida 
from December the 23rd to the 1st January, will follow so closely upon the cele- 
brations at Delbi, and that Their Majesties’ presence in Bombay and Calcutta 
will, Be, celebrated by other public holidays in those cities and throughout the 
Bombay Presidency and the Province of Bengal, the: Governor-General in 
Council considers that the notification throughout India of any other days than 
the two specified as holidays under the Act would result in' serious. dislocation 
of public business and inconvenience to the mercantile community and to the 
large number of visitors to India who may be expected on the occasion.’ His 
Excellency is however pleased to direct that, subject to the condition that 
arrangements are made for the despatch of urgent business, all public offices, 
under the Government of India, except those which must remain open for the 

roper transacvion of commercial business, shall be closed upon the dates 
intervening between the State Entry of Their Majesties into Delhi ‘and the 
celebration of the Imperial Durbar, namely, the 8th to the 11th December 
inclusive, and desires local Governments and Administrations to issue similar 
orders with re to the offices under their control. 

8, It is the wish of the Governor-General in Council that the local celebra- 
tions of the most auspicious occasion of Their Majesties’ visit to India should, 
save in the matter of the enjoyment of the holidays directed above, be con- 
centrated upon the solemn date of the Imperial Durbar, the 12th December, and. 
that some formal celebration of this unique occasion should, as far as practicable, 
be held in every village of the Indian Kmpire. With this object, it is directed 
that the Royal aa dak ely which will be read at the. Imperial Durbar at 
Delhi, and which will be communicated to local Governments and Administra+ 
tions in due season, shall be publicly read out not only at the headquarters of 
each local Government and Administration and at each district headquarters

3. The urban development has been wholly spontaneous, The Regis- 
‘trar, regarding the rural movement as having the first and chief claim on his 
time, has left the urban branch of the work to develop naturally. The 
societies composed of Government subordinates and the employés of mercantile 
firms continue to benefit their members at a profit, moral and financial, to all 
concerned. ‘I'he Midnapore People’s Bank, which is open to ali residents of 
Midnapore town, is a promising experiment in urban co-operation, proper! 
so-called, which it is hoped will be repeated in other urban communities. iA 
spirit of commercialism induced by prosperity is a danger to be guarded 
against; and all urban societies would be well advised to safeguird their co- 

operative character by placing a maximum limit on their dividends. 

4. On tie rural side of the movement much useful work has been done 
both in the consolidation and expansion of established areas, and in the 
“pera ot new centres. The average village soviety has become a more 
effective institution, financially stronger and better managed. A gratifying 
feature is the ease with which funds are now obtained. The marked increase 
of local capital is an encouraging sign of confidence, and the sum of members’ 
eee which has risen from Rs. 64,000 to Rs. 1,16,000, indicates a’ growing 
habit of saving. That the societies can be trusted to employ their fands to 

purpose, the statement of the objects of loans proves. “More than one- 
third is oat boy for the repayment of debts, one-tenth for the purchase of 
cattle, while less than one-twenty-fifth is used for marriage expenses. In the 
actual working of societies the Registrar reports a very general improvement 
while admitting that many are still very far from ection. Economically 
he development must be regarced as satisfactory. It is only pacaral Spek the 

3 obvious principles of co-operation sheuld take longer to grasp. there 

be little dvubt that this too is only a matter of time. Outside the purely 

economic sphere the influence of the societies is being felt. Their interest in 

education, in sanitation, and the wellbeing of their villages, the healing of 

ty feuds and the employment of their panchayets in the settlement of local 

iat utes are indications of the very valuable functions, which co-operative 
societies may one day perform in village administration. : 

5. Tho problem of how to make the societies provide for their own 
finance and control becomes increasingly important as the movement expands. 
Special interest therefore attaches to the Central Bauking Unions. Their 
number has risen from four to eight, and this experinent in centralisation 
is now on its trial in every territorial division of the province. One or two, 
notably Rampur Hat, have been somewhat ineffective and one, Raruli, has been 
handicapped by climatic misfortune. but the rest have done very useful work.

But the Lieutenant-Governor in-Council 
would not measure these results by the standard of mere figures, which ate — 
easy to multiply, It must be borne in mind that the policy has always been 
to make the co-operative movement e@ popular one, dependent for its success 
on the peoples’ sense of interest and deriving its impetus from private enter- 
prise. The Registrar and his stvff do not organise societies; the assistance 
of officials has not been sought, although it has occasionally been voluntarily — 
offered and gratefully accepted; societies are usually formed by upofficial — 
organisers interested in the work for its own sake; and such help in the matter 
of local inspecting clerks as Government furnishes is given strictly on the 
understanding that in a year or two the societies themselves will assume the _ 
charge. Viewing the progress made in the light of these facts, the Lieutenant- , 
Governor in Council considers that it is encouraging both in itself and’as a 
roof that a self-administered co-operative movement is a realisable ideal. 

e regrets, however, to notice that the number of unofficial organisers is still 
small. Progress will be confined within definite limits until it is realised that 
the future depends not on Government but on the people themselves, :

On an average of the five years ending 1909-10 the area nnder the cotton 
crop in the territory to which this forecast relates represents about 0°3 per cent. 
of the total area under cotton in India.) 

Explanatory —This report deals with the area sown and 
the prospects of the early crop and gives a brief summary 
of the progress of sowings of the late crop. 


Character of the season.—The early crop is most import- 
ant in Ranchi, where it covers about half the total area 
under the crop in the Province. ‘The less important districts 
are the Sonthal Parganas, Angul, Manbhum and Singhbhum. 
‘he weather conditions have been favourable in these 
districts except in Angul and parts of the Sonthal Parganas. 
Heavy rain at the sowing season retarded the growth of the 
crop in Angul. Some damage by insects is reported from 
Sambalpur. The late crop is chiefl cultivated in North 
Bihar, Cuttack and Sieh Ghnan: air progress hus been 
made in sowings of the late crop. In Cuttack, Balasore and 
Angul sowings have not commenced as yet, The condi- 
tion of the standing crop is reported te be favourable, except 
in the important district of Saran, where scanty rainfall has 
injured the crop to some extent. 

Area sown —The area sown with early cotton is reported 
to be 60,288 acres against 34,614 acres of last year. The 
large difference is due to the revision of figures in Ranchi 
in the light of the recent survey figures. Up to date 
28,432 acres have been sown with the late cotton crop. 
Last year’s area under the crop was 33,588 acres.

4910-11 show ars increase of 292 persons or Q°°7 per cent, and of Ks, 6,008, 


or 2°7 per cent., a8 compared with the figures of 1909-10, and an increase 
of 728 persons and Rs. 14,317, or 69 and 68 per cent., respectively, 
as compared with the figures of 1908-09. The average figures of the tii- 
ennium under report show an increase of 202 persons, or 2°8 per cent., and of 
Rs, 6,423, or 3°04 per cent., as compared with those of the preceding triennium, 
An analysis of the figures shows that there was in 1910-11 an increase both 
in the tiumber of assessees and in the tax in respect of all incomes up to 
Rs. 5,000, and a decrease in almost every class above that. The smaller 
classes of local traders in the interior of the Province have been doing well 
during the triennium, while the larger interests, speciully in Calcutta, have 
suffered from the depression in coal, jute and piece-goods, The increase 
observable in the lowest class of all is accordingly not confined to it and 
does not indieate any undue tendency to bring under assessment those whom 
Act XI of 1903 was intended to relieve. ‘I'he greatest possible care is taken 
before assessing any person who has previously been exempt. >

1910-11 showed decreases of Rs. 2,60,148 and Rs, 3,55,280, or 5°3 and 7-1 
per cent., respectively, as compared with the figures of the preceding"two 
years. The collections under Parts I and II] in 1910-11 as compared swith 
1909-10 show an increase of Rs, 18,577 and Rs. 7,915, or 2°3 and 62” per 
cent., respectively, whilst those under Parts II and IV show a decredbe of 
Rs. 2,43,342 and- Rs. 44,298, or 21°05 and 15 per cent., respectively. 

. The decrease is chiefly due to the general depression of trade in Calcutta, 
The transactions in piece-goods were almost at a standstill, and the loss.gon 
unsaleable stocks was very great.

2. Important changes in the Law and in the Rules issued by the Government 
and the Board.—The stamp revenue during the period continued to be realized 
ander the Indian Stamp Act, II of 1899, and the Court-fees Act (VIL of 
1870). During the period under review the former Act was amended by 
‘Act VI of 1910, which enhanced the rates of duty on certain instruments. 
The Court-fees Act of 1870 was also amended by Act VIL of 1910, by which 
the probate of a will or letters of administration or succession certificate was 
made chargeable with stamp duty varying from 2 to 3 per cent. according to 
the apount or value of the property.

FINANCIAL RESULTS. 


9. The receipts which in 1907-08, the last year of the preceding trien- 
nium, were Rs, 1,51,17,649 rose to Rs. 1,59,99,226 in 1908-09 and 
Rs. 1,56,17,389 in 1909-10. Daring the last year of the triennium under 
yeview the receipts as reported by the Accountant-General, Bengal, were 
Rs. 1,53,90,483, but to this figure has to be added a sum of Rs. 4,70,000 — 

, representing the fixed assignment from postal stamp receipts on account of 

© income from sale of unified stamps for non-postal purposes. Since the accounts 

- for 1910-11 have not heen finally closed, this sum has not been included in the 
Accountant-General’s figures. Adding this sum, the total receipts for 1910-11 

* come to Rs. 1,58,60,483, or an increase of 1°5 per cent. over the figures for 

"the previous year, so that there has been a progressive increase throughout 
the triennium. The principal increase is in judicial stamps.

cemt.. when compared with 1909-10. This increase was shared by all 
classes of stdmps except, impressed stamps, notarial stamps, stamps for legal 
practitioners’ licenses and “‘ miscellaneous receipts.” , 
13. (a) Impressed Stamps.—Receipts from the sale of impressed. stamps 
the most important item among non-judicial stamps) showed a progressive 
ecreuse during the past. three years, The revenue, which amounted -to 
Rs, 26,49,818 during 1908-09, declined to Rs, 23,99,721 in 1909-10 and to 
Rs. 22,27,694 in 1910-11. The decrease is rincipally due to the improvement 
in agricultural conditions owing to the hick prices obtained for producé and 
the more favourable climatic conditions prevailing during the trieinium. In 
Chota Nagpur the coniing into force of the Chota N pur Tenancy Act (Bengal 
Act Vi of 1908), which has considerably curtailed the power of the raiyat to 
mortgage or alienate his holding, has tended to reduce the number of instru- 
ments relating to land. a nhs 
14, (6) Hundis or inland bills-of-exchange.—The revenue derived froii the 
sale of stamps for hundis or bills-of-exchange rose steadily during the past three 
years. The receipts during 1910-11 were Rs, 1,64,978, and show an increase 
of Rs. 48,760 as compared with those of 1909-10 and of Rs. 50,588 over those 
of 1908-09, The largest increase occurred in Calcutta and is attributed to 
the raising of duty payable under Article 13 (6) of theamended Act VI of 1910.

commented on the apparently excessive number of vendors in the Midnapore 
district, an énquiry was made in 1910-11, and the number was reduced by 41. 

The expenditure on diséount allowed to stamp vendors shows a progres-

10. Charges against the Volice—An examination of the figures of such 
charges under the two principal heads, maltreatment and extortion, bears out 
the view affirmed’ by Government inthe Resolution on the Report for 1909, 
that much of the criticism directed against the police is illdirected and 
malicious. ‘Ten cases of maltreatment were ‘instituted against the police durin 
1910, ws against seven inv 1909. Of these three were declared false, | 
four were dismissed’ under section 203, Criminal ’rocedure Code. Twenty 
cases of extortion were preferred, as against seventeen in 1909. Four were 
declared fulse, one was dismissed under soction 203, Criminal Procedure Code, 
and of the nine cases brought to trial, ty two ended in conviction, and 
the remaining seven in discharge or acquittal. The suggestion so’ frequently 
insinuated that Government is remiss in its endeavours to stump out such 
abuses as occur is sufficiently refuted by the action taken in the Birbhum 
torture case, one of the two cases of this nature which were proved to be 
true. In this case a Suvb-Inspector, a constable, and two villagers were 
concerned in beating a prisoner arrested ou suspicion in a burglary case 
in order to extort a confession. The prisoner died, and it is probable 
‘though of this there is no adequate proof, that his death was cu 
by his maltreatment, The Superintendent, in spite of the cuse being 
brought to his notice, failed to inquire himself, or to exercise proper super- 
vision over the enquiry, and the Divisional Inspector also the 
investigation under circumstances which throw suspicion upon his motives. 
An Inspector from the Criminal Investigation Department was thereupon 
deputed, with the result that the ‘accused were convicted in the 
Sessions Court, and sentenced to various terms of imprisonment. For his 
failure to deal adequately with this cuse the Superintendent has been degraded, 
and the» Inspector, Sub-Inspector, and constable have been dismissed 
the force. The Lieutenant-Governor in Council takes this opportunity of 
calling the attention of all police offiears to the punishments inflicted on 
the Stiperintendent and the Inspector as a warning of the consequences 
attendant upon failure to put forward the utmost exertions to investigate 
charges of maltreatment preferred against subordinates. The standing orders 
in the Police Manual specifically impose on superior police officers the 
duty of prompt and personal investigation in such cases, These orders 
have been reaffirmed and emphasized in the new edition of the Manual, 
and it has been further prescribed that Magistrates shall be more freely 
employed on shinies oer in such cases. In the second true case

Where there is a reasonable expectation of 
conviction, section 211, Indian Penal Code, stiould invariably be applied ; and 
where the accusation is proved to be false, deterrent senvences should pe 
inflieted.

Code, of bringing false charges agaiust the police, and were sentenced to three 
and one month’s rigorous imprisonment respectively. The Lievtenant-Governor 
in Council has not the raped of these cases before him, but unless extenuating 
circumstances of considerable weight were present, he agrees with the Inspec- 
tor-General of Police that the sentences imposed were decidely inadequate. 

11. The Statistical Test of Police Work.—A fiction which has recently made 
its reappearance in the public pres: is the assertion that the promotion of police 
officers depends upon the percentage of convictions which they can secure. It 
is true, as the Inspector-General of Police points out, that success in inventiga- 
tion is a factor which cannot be eliminated in estimating an officer’s efficiency, 
and statistics of this branch of police work may, in extreme cases, serve to call 
attention to # failure needing scrutiny ; but that such statistics are accepted as 
the main, or even a principal, means of gauging eligibility for promotion is 
absolutely false. A succession of circulars dating from many years back 
has impressed upon the force the falsity of this view, an/] the limitations which 
must govern the use of such statistics have recently been placed beyond dispute 
in the revision of the Police Manual, which lays down that ‘an officer will be 
judged not merely by lis. percentage of successes in the investigation and 
Aer ar of offences, which is to some extent a matter of fortune, but by 

is display of method and intelligence in detection, his general efficiency and 
keenness, his management of his subordinates and, above all, by his knowledge 
and control or the local charge committed to him.” Many instances could be 
cited of officers who owed their promotion to the highest ranks not to successful 
results as judged by a statistical test, but to their uprightness of character, their 
healthy influence on their subordinates, and their clean and honest work. The 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council cannvt believe that there is a single officer in 
the police foree who genuinely believes that his promotion depends on his obtain- 
ing, regardless of the means employed, a high percentage of convictions ; while 
the accusation against Government of having deliberately adopted a policy to 
this end could not emanate from any person with a sense of responsibility who 
had honestly studied the facts. . 

12, Kemands of Cases,—The statement of remands is still an unsatisfactory 
record which calls for the attention of the Police und Magistrates. Frequently 
the Police are blameable in being unprepared with evidence, more frequently 
the» fault lies on the Court in ordering unnecessary postponements. , Needless 
worry and expense to the public are the consequences, and there is much room 
for improvement in this branch of work. 

13. Transfers of Oficers-—The Lieutenant-Governor in Council observes 
with satisfaction that success has attended the efforts made during the year, in 
accordance with the orders conveyed in the Resolution of 1910, to reduce the 
frequency of transfers of Sub-Inspectors. ‘he matter, however, is one which 

uires continued attention, and as the Inspector-Generul points out, the trans- 
fers of Circle Inspectors call for more careful control on the part of Deputy 
Inspectors-General, 

14. The Lieutenant-Governor in Council has pleasure in congratulatin 
Mr. Morshead on & year of efficient administration, which has been. attende 
by distinctly successful results. His thanks are also due to. those officers who 
‘are mentioned by the Inspector-General as having done good work during the 
year. Lastly, he desires to place on record his appreciation of the distinguished

Previminaky Forecast or THE Busvor Crops or Benga, 
1911, 


(On an average of the five years ending 1909-10 the area under autumn rice 
in the territory to which this forecast relates hs represented some 6°L per 
cent, of the tota) area under this crop in British India.) 


Character of the season.—In March the rainfall was 
eneral over the province. April and ‘May were showery, 
on the fall was defective in most districts. Sowings were 
late in most districts of the Burdwan, Presidency and 
Bhaga)pur Divisions. In June the rainfall was above the 
average everywhere except in Midnapore, Hooghly, Howrah, 
24-Parganes, Khulna and, Saran, where it was defective. 
In July the rainfall was below the normal in all districts 
except Nadia, Jessore, Khulna and Darjeeling, where it was 
above the average. In August the rainfall continued 
defective in Midnapore, Hooghly, Howrah, the 24-Parganas, 
Cuttack, Balasore and Singhbhum; in the remaining 
districts it was above the normal. The continued short 
rain in Miduapore, Hooghly, Howrah, Patna, Gaya, 
Shahabad, Cuttack, Balasore and Angul considerably 
damaged the crops in these districts.. The defective rain- 
fall in July and early part of August also affected the 
outturn in several other districts. Some damage was done 
by excessive rain in parts of Muzaffarpur, Bhagalpur, 
ei and the Sonthal ine and by floods in Cuttack 
and Puri, , 


Area sown.—The total area sown this year with different 
bhacoi crops is reported to be 10,414,000 acres against 
9,130,900 acres, the revised figures for last year. The 
normal area under the crop is 10,960,500 acres. 


Outturn.—From the appendix attached to the report it 
will be seen that Champaran alone reports 100 per cent. 
crop. Burdwan, Saran, Muzaffarpur, Darbhanga, Bhagalpur 
and Sambalpur report a crop between 90 and 99 per cent. 
Nadia, Khulna, se the Sonthal Parganas, Puri and 
Ranchi report a crop between 82 and 87 per cent. Eight 





districts report an outturn between 70 and 77 per cent. and 
- five districts a crop between 66 to 69 per Sint In the 
remaining five districts the crop is reported as follows:— 
Hooghly 56 per cent., Cuttack 54 per cent., Singhbhum 52 
per cent , Midnapore and Howrah 50 per cent. each.

Finat Forecast or rar Jure Crop or Beneat, 1911, 


(On an average of five years ending 1909-10, the area under jute to which the 
Bengal jute forecast relates has represented 21°4 per cent. of the totel area 
under jute in British India.) 


Acreage,—The final district returns, including Cooch 
Bihar, show an area under jute of 645,122 acres or in 
round numbers 645,100, as compared with 596,662 acres 
reported in the preliminary forecast. The difference is due 
to the fact that the District Officers of Jessore, Howrah, the 
24-Parganas and Nadia increased, while the District Officers 
of Midnapore, Bhagalpur and Balasore decreased their preli- 
minary estimates, as the result of careful inquiries instituted - 
after the publication of the preliminary forecast. The 
Collector of Murshidabad reported an increase of 7,300 acres 
as the result of sowings made after the preliminary forecast 
submitted in July last. ‘I'he Collector of Hooghly reduced 
his preliminary estimate on account of the loss of a large 
area in the Serampore subdivision caused by excessive 
rainfall in June. 


The acreage under jute in Bengal for each of the five 
years 1907-1911 in round numbers is noted below :—

The area under jute this year in Cooch Bihar State, 
which is not included in the above figures, is estimated at 
20,000 acres against 14,000 acres shown last year. 

Weather conditions.—Purnea is the most important jute- 
growing district in Bengal. It produces more than ‘one- 
third of the crop. The other important districts are 
Hooghly, Howrah, the 24-Parganas, Nadia, Murshidabed 
and Jessore. During the months of March to May, the

rainfall was not far from normal in all the jute districts, 
except Nadia, Jessore, Khulna and Darjeeling, where it was 
above normal. Sowings commenced in the normal time 
in most districts, but were late in parts of Midna re, 
Hooghly, Howrah, 24-Parganas, parts of Khulna, Bhagalpur, 
Purnea and Cuttack owing to want of sufficient moisture. 
The rainfall in June was general and above the average in 
all the jute-growing districts, except in Midnapore, Hooghly, 
Howrah, the 2!-Parganas and Khulna, where it was in slight 
defect. In July it was much below the normal in all the 
jute districts, except Nadia, Jessore, Klulna and Darjeeling, 
where it was-above the average. In August the rainfal] was 
below the normal in Burdwan, Midnapore, a Howrah, 
the 24-Parganas, Nadia, Jessore, Khulna, Daurjeeling, 
Cuttack and Balasore. It was above the average in the 
remaining jute districts. ‘The defective rainfall in July 
and the early part of August affected the outturn of the 
crop in the districts of Midnapore, Howrah, Hooghly, 
Murshidabad and the 24-Parganas. More water is reported 
to be wanting in Jessore for steeping. 

Outturn.—In Purnea, which is the most important jute- 
growing district in this Province, the District Officer esti- 
mates the crop at 92 per cent. of the normal. In the 
24-Parganas ard Jessore, the only other districts which 
possess an eorengy of over 50,000 acres under jute, the out- 
turn is reported to be 90 per cent. of the normal.

Taking three bales as the normal outturn for each 
district and working on the area and percentage outturn 
reported by the District Officers, the total yield of the crop 
for the Province, including Cooch Bihar, amounts to 
1,691,294 bales or in round numbers 1,691,300 bales. 

From the reports of the District Officers it appears that 
there is very little of last year’s crop held over in the 
districts. 

Consolidated forecast.—The Director of Agriculture of 
Eastern Bengal and Assam estimates the area under jute 
in his Province this year to be in round numbers 2,461,300 
acres and the outturn to bein round numbers 6,543,400 
bales, The total acreage for the two Provincvs is there fore 
3,106,400 acres and the total outturn 8,234,700 bales,

The year opened with a balance of Rs, 87,813-8-10: the receipts.

leaving a balance of Rs, 55,523-3-10 at the close of the year.

ExpenpiTure. . 


(a) Under the head “ Establishment” there was a decrease of Rs, 8,083-8-3 
as compared with the estimate. ‘I'he decrease is due mainly to'the following 
Teasons:— 

(i) Saving of Rs. 3,472-6 was effected owing to non-payment of contri- 
bution towards pay and leave allowances of the Superintendent, Reserve Force. 

(i) Saving of Rs. 1,764, owing to non-payment of grein compensation 
allowance to the men, as the same was abolished during the year. 

(uit) Saving of Its, 80 in the pay of khalasis, This was principally due to 
vacancies existing in the rank. , 

(w) Saving of Rs. 1,74¥ in the pay of the European staff of the Brigade. 
This was effected owing mainly to the employment of new men as engineers 
and driver on the minimum pay of the appointments which fell vacant conse- 
quent on the dismissal of an engineer and the promution of the driver. 

) The total expenditure under the head “ Contingencies” amounted to 
Rs. 91,061-13-6 against a budget grant of Rs. 1,11,553, showing a decrease of 
Rs. 20,491-2-6, 

Out of the sum of Rs, 45,090, provided in the budget for the purchase of 
motor steam-engine and motor tender, the sum of Rs. 25,915-9-3 remained un- 
expended at the close of the year, the price of the engine and tender having 
not been paid in full, and the sum of Rs, 6,500 provided in the budget for 
construction of the Fire Brigade pea in the new Garden Reach Thana 
compound was not paid to the Public Works Department during the year. 

Canvas delivery bose valued at Ks. 14,967 was purchased during the year 
against the sanctioned yo hs grant of Rs. 3,000..
